The fav- 
orite, Kilstar, owned by Miss Dorothy 
Page, was third, followed by the ever 
consistent, and extraordinary mare 
Cooleen, who was the first of the top 
weights to finish. 

Workman, ridden by James Hyde, 
carried 146 pounds and completing 
the tremendous course of 4 miles 856 
yards in 9:42 1-5, (far off the rec-) 
ord), was much a better horse than 
when he finished third to Battleship 
and Royal Danieli last year, in his 
first National attempt. A field of 37 
went away to a good start, with Royal 
Danieli taking an immediate lead, 
only to crash in the hedge at the 
Canal Turn, on the first circuit. Roc- 
quilla, who was heavily backed, like- 
wise went down at this fence. 

The pace alternated, with many 
making the running through the first 
turn. Sporting Piper assumed the 
lead at Valentine’s Brook, closely fol- 
lowed by Kilstar. A tremendous ova- 
tion rolled over the course, from 
throats of thousands, as Miss Paget’s 
horse took the lead. He held it but 
little, to relinquish to Underbid, with 
Sporting Piper third, Cooleen fourth 
and Workman, running easily, next.

Point-To-Point Meeting On C. C. 
Harrison 3rd Estate Provides 
Mecca For Riders

The ninth running of the Happy 
Hill Point-to-Point races will be held 
tomorrow, Saturday, April 1, in the 
Radnor hunt country at White Horse, 
Pa. Entries closed last Saturday, and 
19 starters have been named in the 
feature race for the Happy Hill Chal- 
lenge Cup and the Edward F. Beale 
Perpetual Trophy. 

Post time for the feature race is 
3:15, with the event drawing some of 
the best starters of the season. The 
Challenge Cup will be presented by 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles C. Harrison, 
Jr., and must be won three times by 
the same owner for permanent pos- 
session. Mr. Beale will present the 
Perpetual Trophy, which is held by 
the owner of the winner for one year. 
The rider of the winner will receive 
a piece of plate presented by John 
DeZ. Hamilton, and there is also a 
trophy for the first rider, riding at 
190 pounds or over. 

This race is about four and a half 
miles over natural hunting country 
and is open to horses that have been 
hunted regularly during the past sea- 
son and have never started in a flat 
race or between flags. Minimum 
weight is 170 pounds. 

Nine starters have been named for 
the Rushton Challenge Cup, the open- 
er on the day’s card which is slated 
postward at 12 o’clock, noon. The 
Cup is held by the Hunt Club, of 
which the rider is a representative, 
for one year. J. C. Murtagh will pre- 
sent the trophy to the rider. The 
event is open to all horses that have 
been hunted regularly during the 
past season, and is a jaunt of four 
miles over natural hunting country.

Blue Rid 
The Blue Ridge Hunt closed its 


season March 18, with the final meet 
at Clay Hill. Out three days a week 
from October until the middle of 
March, the pack has killed a number 
of foxes and provided fine sport under 
the Mastership of William Bell Wat- 
kins, who alternates hunting Hounds 
with Huntsman Howard Gardiner. 

Meeting at nine on Saturday, Mr. 
Watkins took Hounds across the Clay 
Hill road and drew the covers south 
of Clay Hill. A grey fox was found 
almost immediately which commenc- 
ed a series of twists and turns that is 
typical of his breed. Hounds follow- 
ed him tenaciously through his var- 
ious maneuvers in his attempt to 
throw them off the line and at length 
after ten minutes in which nothing 
but small, tight circles had been ac- 
complished, Hounds went through 
the F. A. Read place and on to the 
Payne property where the grey fox 
was left to his own devices. Drawing 
inte the Payne woods and then west 
towards the Meade Blue Grass a cold 
line Hounds worked it 
slowly, for the fox seemed well ahead 
and a blowing from the west 
made hunting a cold line difficult. 
Making a cast across the old Clay Hill 
lane and on to the Meade Blue Grass 
Mr. Watkins brought Hounds up 
closer to their fox and as they work- 
ed westward occasionally giving ton- 
gue, it was hard to tell if they were 
going to be able to honor this line on 
the last hunting day. 

In the covert to the west of Clay 
Hill, the answer was soon given for 
the pack caught up with their fox and 
sent him away west across the Ever- 
ard Meade place and into the Fox 
Spring woods.

Instead of crossing the road, how- 
ever, the fox swung due North and 
with Hounds well packed and giv- 
ing great cry, the chase was on. Go- 
ing in the Everard Meade gate and 
through the barnyard, Mr. Watkins 
was able to view his pack three fields 
away crossing wheat and swinging 
east. For a mile the followers gal- 
loped hard over the Everard Meade 
Blue Grass and caught up with 
Hounds just before they crossed over 
the back lane leading from Clay Hill. 
From there Hounds went due east 
after a check on some wheat. The 
fox was viewed swinging south and 
Mr. Watkins brought on the Hounds 
and put them back on the line which 
they had been unable to follow across 
the wheat. Running south and then 
east, Hounds pushed their fox into 
the Payne Woods. Here two foxes 
were put out the other side, but neith- 
was the hunted fox as Hounds 
swung away from them and ran north 
along the fence dividing the Payne 
woods from the Phillips land. Hunt- 
ing on through the woods north into 
the Clay Hill land, Hounds ran east 
and crossed on to the Phillips prop- 
erty and down to the river. 

Here the fox headed for Land’s End 
and following three Hounds, Mr. 
Watkins and the field, galloped along 
the river bottom and up into the 
Land’s End covert. In this great 
wooded land live many foxes, but the 
Hounds somehow drove on through 
the other side and sent their fox out 
to the west. Pushing through the 
heavy underbrush, the line led out to 
the bottom land on the Phillips farm 
and there Hounds were found at the 
fox’s den. It was a fine hunt to end 
the season, lasting an hour, and al- 
though the pace was not fast, the 
Hounds hunted well and put their fox 
to earth in great fashion.

Has anyone felt the Devil’s paint 
brush in their hand when asked to 
picture the day’s sport to a_ keen 
follower who was not in the field 
that day? What bold strokes’. the 
brush makes, what brilliant colors 
it uses so lavishly. Pretty hard, isn’t 
it, to recognize the day yourself once 
the picture is completed 

“The best day this season,’’ my 
informer declared firmly concern- 
ing March 21st., and dipping the 
Devil’s brush in a glob of royal blue, 
he set to work. 

Starting at Piping Rock, his brush 
idled along until it reached the Coe 
woods, when it started a fancy flou- 
rish from there towards the Brokaw 
fields. Hampered by the _ searcher 
for truth standing at his elbow, he 
was forced to admit hounds trailed 
this fox a mile and a half and _ lost 
him on those fields and then his 
hand guided the brush across the 
turnpike into the Brewster woods.

it stopped. 

He stood back and surveyed his 
work. “Four mile point, four and a 
half as Hounds ran,’ I suggested, 
and asked the time. “30 minutes,’’ 
he replied, unscrewing the top of a 
tube of vermilion and selecting a 
fresh brush.

PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE 

The three point-to-point meetings held in the last 3 weeks on successive 
Saturdays in Virginia have done more than volumes of spoken or written 
matter for the good of racing over timber. Instead of theories and discus- 
sion and platitudes, the point-to-point meetings have brought action and 
action of such a nature that people have been thrilled with the sport they 
have seen. It is easy enough for men and women, whether they be riders, 
newspaper people or just armchair theorists to find solutions for timber rac- 
ing in this country, but all this kind of suggestion in the world, while help- 
ful in pointing out errors, is but of small importance when compared with 
the practical experience of a race in which a crowd is thrilled by the excite- 
ment of timber jumping, by the skill the riders showed, and by the ability 
of the horses. 

There was nothing half-baked about the quality of the racing in these 
point-to-points. If anything, it was too much of a good thing for hunters 
were sent at jumps in a way they seldom if ever do out hunting. It is rare, 
indeed, when you see horsemen in the hunting field ride over fences without 
taking back strongly, without jockeying their horses into a position where 
they can hop over. Either the country is too rough or the inclination of the 
rider is not of the kind to let his horse roll smoothly into a fence at a racing 
clip. Almost invariably then, out hunting the horse is pulled back and set, 
and there are few times when he is given the opportunity to prove himself 
by taking timber at a racing pace. 

The point-to-points have shown by actual experience that in spite of little 
schooling beforehand, the 4vell bred hunter is capable of racing over 
timber; that many owners who have spent the winter hunting are able to 
race over timber in a workmanlike fashion that provides a creditable spec- 
tacle, one which attracts people and interests them as few sporting events 
are capable of doing. The spectators who watch these point-to-points are 
the real timber enthusiasts. They are the foxhunting public, the great 
group of men and women who go across country and who appreciate the 
value of a horse who can jump timber in the style necessary for the point- 
to-point winner. It is from this group of owners that timber racing must 
continue to receive its impetus for they are the ones who are breeding, rais- 
ing and developing the horses that will have the ability not only to hunt and 
win point-to-points, but with this as an experience then to go on and win 
such timber races as the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

One hears the query, what do the point-to-points prove after all? After 
these three meetings in Virginia and with the excellent meeting to come this 
Saturday at Happy Hill of the Charles C. Harrison’s one can say conclusively 
that point-to-points have shown some great horses and some excellent riders. 
Mrs. Lucy Lynn at Piedmont gave as fine an exhibition of cross country 
riding as can be seen; Gerry Webb, our managing editor, Crompton Smith, 
Dion Kerr, Jack Skinner all proved that in getting horses across country at 
a racing clip, they have few superiors in this hunting country of Virginia. 

Not only the ability of riders was proven, but the horses that these men 
rode are now rated as top hunters. Clifton’s Gem of Duncan Read, Mrs. 
Linn’s great horse, and Easy Mark are unquestionably leaders in the field of 
cross country horses. They are prospects now for any timber race in the 
country. In fact who can say definitely that one of these horses might not 
be good enough quality for the Maryland Hunt Cup? It is from this experi- 
ence and from this field that the future timber horses should be drawn. 
They are the natural jumpers and as socn as owners in the country begin 
developing timber prospects from point-to-point winners rather than brush 
horses, just so soon will the timber races of the country be improved there- 
by . The point-to-points are the greatest of all clearing houses for the timber 
race.

COL. FREDERICK GREENE 
SUCCUMBS IN HOSPITAL 


Col. Frederick Stuart Greene, until 
recently Commissioner of Public 
Works in New York State, died in the 
Emergency Hospital, in Washington, 
last Sunday night. The Chronicle 
takes unusual sorrow in observing 
the passing of Col. Greene, who was 
born in Rappahannock County, who 
ever had Virginia interests at heart, 
and who was an exceeding friend of 
this paper, being numbered among 
the charter subscribers. 


Col. Greene was the fourth gener- 
ation of a sporting family, starting 
with his great-grandfather, John 
Stuart Skinner, founder and editor of 
The American Turf Register and 
friend of Thomas Jefferson and Gen. 
Lafayette. As a sporting companion 
of his grand-father, Frederick Gusta- 
vus Skinner, editor of the Turf, Field 
and Farm, the lifelong nimrod, Col. 
Greene was well known here. 


A man of varied abilities, who 
wrote short stories, was a playright 
and as a horseman, was a Represen- 
tative of the State Racing Commis- 
sion in New York, for steeplechasing 
and hunt-meetings, the late Colonel 
is survived by his son Francis Thorn- 
ton Greene, well known Warrenton 
Hunt member and talented point-to- 
point rider.

The National Hunt Cup is one of 
the fine old traditions of hunt rac- 


ing in this country, and the list of 
winners of this hunt classic is im- 
pressive. It was inaugurated at

Prince Hampton the initial winner. 
In following years it was won by 
George Widener’s good horse, 
Synchronized, Green Stable’s  im- 
mortal Cherry Malotte and Ambrose 
Clark’s Knight of Merci. Temporari- 
ly discontinued in the years during 
and just after the war, the race was 
revived at the Myopia Meeting in 
1923 and 1924, and returned the 
following year to Brookline. That 
year John R. Macomber’s Bashdon 
crossed the finish line first, and in 
1932 the late A. F. Goodwin’s Land 
Boy came home winner. In 1933 and 
1934, Mrs. Marion duPont Scott’s 
Battleship, won the race and retired 
the original cup.

one young lady, who took it on an 
angle and we left her to the minis- 
trations of the automobilists and 
charged the wooded hill ahead. 

Over the dahlia farm we fled, in- 
to Moffet’s we jumped, and on throu- 
gh Thomas’ we galloped. Hounds 
were far ahead and running like 
smoke and we didn’t get up to them 
for another mile, when they mom- 
entarily checked in the Nichols 
fields. Then north their pilot took 
them till he reached the village of 
Cold Spring Harbor and turned back 
through the roughest, hilliest coun- 
try we possess. Out of this we came 
with injuries that remained unobser- 
ved until later, when human and 
equine blood had had the opportuni- 
ty to cool, and on we galloped over 
some fearsome fences in the Nichols 
farm to the Hadden vegetable gar- 
den, where hounds checked. They 
puzzled the line on a few hundred 
feet to a stony gorge , where they 
lost. This was a 3 mile point, 4 1-2 
as hounds ran, and the time 42 
minutes. 

Hounds were taken down to the 
lake to refresh themselves, which 
was fortunate, as subsequent events 
will prove. 

Our horses were steaming and so 
were we, and as my little girl of 
eleven looked as if she had had 
enough, we parted from the field as

Still 
pressed, he circled Anton’s house, 
crossed the turnpike and ran on 
through Hoppin’s, Redmond’s, over 
the Syosset-Oyster Bay road _ into 
McCann’s, and Hounds were stopped 
in the Backer woods for horses were 
completely spent. This was a 4 mile 
point, 6 as Hounds ran, and the time

their reputation and then being re- 
warded with their winning efforts. 
To most in the hunter selling Game, 
Point-to-Point racing is far too 
hazardous an undertaking. There 
can be but one conclusion, entries 
must run well, win convincingly and 
cool out soundly. And this’ the 
Wiltshire entries in Black Sweep, 
winner of the Middleweight Race, 
175 pounds; and Kingsland, winner 
of the Heavyweight race, 200 pound, 
accomplished with the resultant en- 
comiums for their training and 
handling. 

Lightweight to Clifton’s Gem. 

Eight faced the genial sportsman 
and horseman Louis Leith, Starter, 
in the opening Race, when Mr. Kerr 
went to the top to make the pace, on 
the lovely grey lightweight, Clifton’s 
Gem, son of Coq Gaulois, bred and 
raised by Dr. Lewis Allen, of Berry- 
ville. Right along in this running 
were Miss Mary Rumsey on her own 
Tattle Tale, a top performer in 
Orange County Hunting fields; Will- 
jam Hulbert, Jr., on his My Lad, 
Mansfield Hughes, riding his own 
Field Glass; and Newell J. Ward’s 
SumariuS, with Mrs. June Brainerd 
up. The pace was brisk from the out- 
set. 

Lewis Murdock, up on the Riticor 
entry, Bah’s View, laid off for only 
several fences and then moved up 
to a front running position for the 
remainder of the race, while Miss 
Mildred Gaines, on The Greek, trail- 
ed, following Cromptan Smith’s 
pulling up of John Rawlings’ Major, 
when he was seen to go short, half- 
way about the first 2 1-2mile circuit. 

Going into the pig-pen, in-and-out, 
by the Crouch Barn, the second time, 
Billy Hulbert, in second place, took 
a mean spill, with the closely bunch- 
ed field taking back to avoid riding 
him down. At this juncture, Miss 
Rumsey and her Tattle Tale were 
the front running, pace-making, 
story, and so she carried them up to 
the top of the hill, to the run along 
the sky-line. 

Going to the snake-fence the sec- 
ond time, the 21st., Field Glass re- 
fused, carrying out Mrs. Brainerd, 
and enabling Clifton’s Gem, Tattle 
Tale and Bah’s View go on, with 
seemingly an assured margin. This 
was not, however, with the reckon- 
ing of the never say beaten spirit of 
Mrs. Brainerd on Sumarius. Before 
she could swing back to accomplish 
the’ snake-fence, the front-runners 
had thirty lengths or more on her, 
and were running fast. Sumarius got 
a stimulating ride from this refusal, 
to gain ground, down the long hill 
to the 23rd., (post-and-rail) fence, 
and to get up with Clifton’s Gem for 
the last, the wall and drop. 

So it was a breath-taking finish, 
up the hill and over the rise to the 
finish, with Mrs. Brainerd on the 
far flag and Mr. Kerr, using all his 
experience in getting the most from 
the Read hunter, nearer the Judges. 
On even terms, with less then two 
strides, it was Clifton’s Gem by half- 
a-length, the winner. Bah’s View 
bested Miss Rumsey for the show, 
by some lengths. 

Mr. Ward’s Sumarius proved one 
of startling stamina, making up such 
distance, after being carried out. 
He almost nipped the grey Bow] win- 
ner at the finish, in the

mount on Black Sweep, the first to 
carry the Wiltshire laurels to win. 
Mr. Skinner was content to let the 
pace be made by Mr. Ward on his 
Royal Tent throughout. Royal Tent 
was sent along at a rattling good 
clip, as may be seen in comparative 
times for the 150 pound and _ this, 
the Middleweight 175 pound Race, 
which was but 14 seconds slower, 
for all the 25 pounds. 

The Wiltshire Black Sweep with 
Mr. Skinner up and Count Georges 
Potocki’s Monroe, with Winston 
Frost riding, were the lone entries 
in this race, which were not owner- 
ridden. The five starters were close 
throughout the first four miles. Mr. 
Frost had a rank one and the lead- 
en-mouthed mare became more dif- 
ficult to set at her fences as the 
race progressed, while she was con- 
stantly pulling up to Mr. Ward. 

At the post-and-rail on the sky- 
line hill, the second time, the 20th., 
Monroe gave Mr. Frost a_ pearler, 
but fortunately without serious ef- 
fect. (It may well be said that Mr. 
Frost, who has had but little hunt- 
ing this season, due to the demands 
of his law school, gave Count Poto- 
cki’s mare a spanking ride.) 

With but four fences and a mile 
to go, Royal Tent. was running 
strongly, still in the role of the pace- 
maker. The crowd enjoyed this, for 
there was a knowing and an intelli- 
gent murmur, as it was evident that 
everyone knew the pink-coated rider 
on the grey mare was the Hon.- 
Whipper-in of Middleburg, Mr. 
Ward. What a run he made of it, 
coming down the hill to the 23rd., 
and how he carried them to the 
wall and drop at the last fence, but 
Royal Tent hit just hard enough to 
lose her footing on the landing side, 
and down she went, with Charm, 
owned and ridden by Harry Semmes, 
M. F. H., of Potomac Hunt, just 
avoiding the sprawling Ward. 

Mr. Semmes’ gallant mare twisted 
in the air, landed, with her feet just 


missing Mr. Ward, but in a way 
which took all the run out of the 
Potomac Master’s mount. As. she 


was being gathered together, Black 
Sweep and Crompton Smith on Mrs. 
Smith’s great little Mary Barry ac- 
complished the wall and drop _ to- 
gether, and their finishing drive 
was too much for Charm. 

Mr. Smith, one of the most. en- 
thusiastic and consistent Point-to- 
Point contestants in the country rode 
a great finish, but Mary Barry, one 
time winner of the Middleburg Bowl, 
who only foaled a year ago, did not 
have what it took. Black Sweep won, 
being driven and ridden out by Mr. 
Skinner, by half-a-length, and Charm 
was third. 

Heavyweight to Kingsland 

Seven had been named in the 
Heavyweight 200 pound Race, but 
scratches, which included the Mid- 
dleburg Chronicle’s Easy Mark (be- 
ing prepared for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup next month), reduced the field 
to two. At the last minute Maj. 
Wiltshire decided to run Kingsland, 
so three went to the post, with your 
scribe (Gerry Webb), fortunate 
enough to be standing about with 
his boots on, and to be offered the 
ride on Kingsland, a 6 year old son 
of High Score. Kingsland was sad- 
dled by Maj. Wiltshire, after negoti- 
ations had been successful in bor- 
rowing Count Georges Potocki’s 
saddle, Duncan Read’s lead pad, and 


Jack Skinner’s hunting thong,

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set off to ride over a flagged course. 
It seemed like a homecoming, and 
there was conversation among the 
trio throughout, as the lead alter- 
nated. 

Mr. Mellon sent his big English 
heavyweight to the fore, but a refus- 
al, at the narrow coop, beyond the 
open-ditch, cost Stormy Weather 
the lead, and forced Mr. Brown to 
pull up. The way was clear for King- 
sland, and out in front we _ were 
running, and having never walked 
the course, and the flags not being 
plain at this juncture, a eall to Mr. 
Brown for directions brought the 
sporting reply: “Not so far up the 
hill, head for the big tree, and the 
next is a wall.” 

So this was the true spirit of Old- 
Fashioned Point-to-Point racing. 
Could anything have been more 
sporting then Mr. Brown’s attitude, 
as he shouted the way? Again he 
answered entreaties, in: ‘Ride for 
the middle tree, swing out for the 
coop to the left.’”” What a joy it was 
to ride with Mr. Brown and Mr. Mel- 
lon, and it was Maj. Wiltshire’s 
Kingsland who led the way past 
the Judges’ wagon the first circuit. 

Soon it was, however, that Mr. 
Brown took his Irish half-bred_ to 
the front, and as we reached the 
far sky-line hill, Mr. Mellon increas- 
ed his pace and looked to be run- 
ning with more horse then either of 
us. The master of Rokeby, the love- 
ly Farm over which we last rode to- 
gether in the Piedmont  Point-to- 
Point on March 11th., was lengthen- 
ing his margin as we accomplished 
the 20th., and 2ist., jumps, of rail 
and snake. 

Kingsland, had pumped alittle 
on the up-hill slope, so while we 
were going to these fences and then 
swinging to the 22nd., the coop at 
the top of the hill, we spelled, as 
Mr. Mellon rolled on. Stormy Weath- 
er was twenty lengths on top, land- 
ing over the coop; Athlone’ in be- 
tween, as we made our run down the 
lovely long grass slope to the open 
ditch at the bottom, where the foot- 
ing was deep. 

Maj. Wiitshire had said: ‘‘He’s 
fit and he’s honest’, and this was 
Kingsland. He really needed but 
little urging to run down this hill. 
and fly past Athlone, whose rider 
made no effort, waiting to make his 
run further on. Stormy Weather was 
running in tremendous strides down 
the slope, but the son of High Score 
reached the open ditch on top, where 
with a good hold, and then what 
a spring. It was fully twenty five 
feet across the soft mire in the 
creek, Kingsland all but made it, his 
hind-legs cupping out on _ landing 
stride, but he was quickly to run- 
ning again. 

We were over the last post and 
rail, and heading for the wall with
